Looking ahead to 2025, schools will need to be truly imaginative. This is a world where 900 million peo- 
ple live in the West and 5.6 billion live outside it. Encouraging empathy with that particular point will en- 
able a school like Ridley to thrive in its diversity. True understanding for the next generation lies in 
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< promoting this. Secondly, being alive to new curricular 
; needs, particularly emphasizing outcome-based learn- 
ing, where teachers are enablers, was a point seized 


upon by today’s Board in their most recent retreat. 
Never has the need to develop balanced happy people who have a firm academic foundation been greater, 
but the key points of real progress will rest with those who can think creatively and hone their skills to a very 
high level. Writing in A Whole New Mind, Daniel Pink stresses that, “The future belongs to creators, em- 
pathizers, pattern recognizers and meaning makers....we are moving from an economy and a society built 
on logical lines”. Hence, Ridley’s need is to go on emphasizing something in which it has always believed, 
which is to create people who can see things from a wide and balanced perspective. 


The end of the first term of this year saw two remarkable successes. Firstly, athletically, Ridley won the local 
St. Catharines Standard Basketball Championship for the first time in 47 years.

Over five years it has been a pleasure to eat breakfast or lunch regularly with four or five Ridleians at a time. 
This year, alone, I have already sat with nearly 300 pupils at the time of writing this article. Almost univer- 
sally they are delightful company. It is a frequent experience to sit down with students from five different 
nations. It gives one great hope for the well being of the world in the next generation if we can continue to 
turn out connected civilized citizens of the quality we see day in, day out. Five years on for me, our school 
continues to evolve at a steady pace. Now, as we face an evaluation by the Canadian Educational Standards 
Institute in the fall, we look forward to promoting the next strategies to take us beyond the stated aims of the 
Strategic Plan of 2006. As we celebrate the opening of the arena and the fieldhouse, firm foundations are 
being laid for the next generation of Ridleians to assume the mantle of their predecessors.

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Just before 8:00am on November 3, 2009, a school bus en route to 
pick up students for a geography field trip misjudged the vehicle’s 
clearance and crashed into the ironwork at the top of the Marriott 
Gates. Although the air-conditioning unit on the bus sustained minimal damage, 
the gates were not so lucky as the 75-year-old ironwork took 
the brunt of the impact. Compounding the issue, the concrete 
cornices and capital on the top of the east pillar came crashing to 
the ground approximately ten minutes after the initial collision.

The Marriott Gates were a gift to the School by the late 
Edward Marriott — a close friend to both the Headmaster H.C.

These boxes are filled with small toys, crayons, pencils — things North American children take 
for granted. This is the second year GE has supported this charity and this year was made more meaningful by 
the presence of a former recipient of one of these boxes, Foday Kpanabom. Foday's family was displaced during 
the civil war in Sierra Leone and moved from place to place taking little with them. The small gifts were such a 
memorable treat because they were so rare. Foday now lives in Niagara and joined the Niagara EMS unit on 
their rounds on the 19th, including their stop at Ridley. 


Haiti Relief 


On January 12, 2010 the country of Haiti was devastated by an earthquake, leaving approximately 200,000 dead 
and millions homeless. This was one of the worst humanitarian crises the world has witnessed and, after hear- 
ing about it, Ridleians responded. At a special Friday Chapel Service for Haiti, the students of Upper School and 
Lower School, along with staff and faculty, collected and donated over $8,000 to the Primate’s World Relief and 
Development Fund, an Anglican charity already on the ground in Haiti bringing relief to those who desperately 
need it. In early February, the Grade 10 House representatives organized a shoe drive - 300 pairs were collected 
and sent to Haiti.

4 - Cricket Shed (1891) 


The Cricket Shed is the oldest building on campus. It was 
built in 1891 to serve as a fieldhouse for cricketers who 
came across the canal from Springbank on Yates Street to 
play on what is now known as “A Squad”. It has been moved 
pas Poo a number of times, the latest in 1991. The plaques on the 
idsvta lie exe ieee ~ 868—front wall are in memory of Pro Coburn and the Class of 
1954. Thomas ‘Pro’ Coburn came to Ridley in 1917 to act as 
groundsman and cricket professional. He was devoted to 
the cricket teams over five decades, to the various fields in 
the spring and summer and to the rink in the fall and win- 
ter. His legacy continues to enrich our physical environ- 
ment. Pro died in 1968.

Much has changed and much has stayed the same since Ridley opened its doors in 1889. One of the things 
that has remained is that students come and then head out into the world to create a life after Ridley. 


One of the things that has changed is that today 70% of Ridley’s alumni have graduated after 1980. The ma- 
jority of this group makes connections and stays informed very differently from their fellow alums who 
graduated in earlier years. A challenge and opportunity for any Advancement Office is to reallocate re- 
sources in order to build new communication bridges where they never were before. The fundamental 
shift lies in the nature in which we communicate. The school magazine was the main forum of communi- 
cation for decades; however today that piece is outdated the moment it heads to press. Today’s advance- 
ment operations need to develop skills and competency with new tools in order to communicate closer to 
real time. 


Facebook is an obvious space within the social media 
spectrum in which to begin investing time. In July 2009, 
Ridley established a Fan Page on Facebook. Currently 
there are a little over 1100 alumni and friends from 20 
countries connected via the Facebook page. This group 
gets regular updates and announcements regarding 
happenings on campus along with details of events 
where they can connect with other alumni. Alums can 
also find each other on Facebook.

The Ridley Fan Page in Facebook 
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The lessons learned from that event informed decisions made when preparing to broadcast the grand 
opening of Ridley’s new athletic complex. Technology has reached a place where we can now operate with 
an online television station. The weeks leading up to the grand opening were full of prep work: 


Build an audience through targeted and timed email campaigns 
Making videos to show during breaks 

Creating an interview schedule and a location to film these interviews 
Writing on air scripts 

Designing locations for four cameras to deliver the best viewing angles

Along with a host of other activities we had to make sure we captured all the elements of the event, to utilize 
the information in upcoming communications and for archival purposes. 


The results again demonstrated that the Ridley family wanted to experience key moments in the life of Ridley. 
When we closed the online channel, 670 unique viewers had watched part of the evening with an average 
watching time of 32 minutes and coming from 209 cities in 26 countries and territories. 


The communication landscape has changed dramatically in the last decade and with 70% of Ridley’s 
alumni graduating after 1980, we need to adjust our strategy in order to meet Ridleians where they live. This 
is not an easy decision because it will not sit well with everyone; however, we do know that there is not one 
decision that will be 100% successful with everyone. The Tiger is not going away; however it would be irre- 
sponsible to continue leaning on this specific tool as our key communication strategy based on our demo- 
graphics. 


We believe these adjustments will help bring more people closer to Ridley. In addition, with 64 and older 
being the fastest growing population on Facebook, we hope this shift will reap significant rewards with 
many of our Golden Tigers within a few years. 


Thank you for supporting Ridley as we sail into new waters. Wherever we go, you will surely see the pictures 
posted on Facebook.

Ridley’s Chairman Steps Down 


As a native of St. Catharines and a graduate of the 
Class of 1965, John Anderson always had a spe- 
cial affection for Ridley College. This has enabled 
him to serve a remarkable twenty-six years as a 
member of the Board. His knowledge of the area, 
and also through the eyes of his daughters who 
were here, enabled him to bring a special pur- 
pose to Ridley. During the last five years, John 
has been front and centre as Chairman during a 
time of unprecedented changes in educational

probably the key committee in terms of under- 

standing the fundamentals of Ridley. He led the 

search team at the time of the appointment of Rupert Lane and was a constant and hugely supportive Chair- 
man during my first five years. There can be few examples of longer lasting commitment to Ridley College and 
the concept of “Terar Dum Prosim”. 





John brought an incisive financial brain and a very quick understanding of the figures behind the infrastruc- 
ture of Ridley. Simultaneously he understands that the school is not a mere business though the bottom line 
always remained centrally important. His calm approach meant he is someone who does not panic and he has 
a ready ability to cut away unnecessary aspects which deflect from the core purpose. The Chairmanship saw 
him dispatch meetings with a crisp efficiency and the ability to get business done. During John’s Chairman- 
ship there were a number of key developments taking Ridley forward towards its next era. John sanctioned the 
Strategic Planning process which led to a major shift of Board Governance. Outstandingly, he transitioned the 
Board through a period of change out of which a central, focused, much smaller Board emerged. This, of 
course, was also the Chairmanship when all the groundwork to transform the Griffith Arena and to create the 
new arena and fieldhouse was achieved. The quality of these buildings will redound to the credit of those 
Board members who had the courage to stick with this project in the teeth of the toughest recession seen for 
some considerable time. John, as a believer both in the best of tradition but also the need to progress, main- 
tained a strong control of this project. 


The basis of John’s love for the school is what it does for its pupils. When one saw him in touch with the 
younger generation there was no doubt that he has an innate interest in the progression of youth. He is a key 
encourager of them and this came out particularly in his support of Drama, his diligence in attending Carol 
Services and his admiration for the continued Cadet tradition which just happened to reach its 100 years, ap- 
propriately during the central phase of his Chairmanship. On another occasion he particularly enjoyed travel- 
ling with Ridleians during their Drama tour of England with “The Laramie Project”. On that same tour, he 
headed on to Tokyo for the first branch meeting we held there and was a key supporter of further outreach 
into Asia. 


At the dinner we held to mark John’s retirement from the Board, a superb likeness of him was unveiled by the 
portrait artist, Philip Craig. All who have seen it admire the fact that it captures the essential humanity of John 
Anderson. John found withdrawal from Ridley at this juncture really quite painful but, mercifully, it is not a 
parting of ways; rather there is a new chapter to follow because he maintains his links through having joined 
the Trustees of the Foundation. John Anderson and Ridley College are indelibly linked and his admiration of 
his Alma Mater will continue for many years yet.

She was running as best she could down the rink 
road on campus in 95 degree July heat to find Connie Cosgrove, the Lower School nurse at the time. 


As caring as Marjory was to all of us who lived on campus she expended equal measures of love to 
others off campus including a church in Buffalo to which Marj travelled by bus carrying bags of 
cooked turkey, ham, preserves and of course, baked sweets. Marjory was an exemplary Ridleian 
whose personal code of life embodied the school motto (May I be Consumed in Service). She was 
modest, devoted, filled with integrity and completely honest in all her dealings with people, deeply 
religious and she possessed a wonderful sense of humour. In short, Marjory was the kind of person 
the world needs more of and her contributions to Ridley far exceeded her work in the kitchens of the 
school. 


God bless you, Marjory, and thank you for the example of a life well-lived that you gave us.
